Ike Doctrine 
Faces Crucial 
Senate Vote 


Proposal Is M ade 
To Cut Provision 
Of Financial Aid 


WASHINGTON (U P^ P re s id e n t 
Eisenhower’s Middle East doctrine 
faced a crucial Senate vote today 
on a proposal to strip the resolu­ 
tion of its $200 million aid provi­ 
sions. 


The proposal to knock out the 
aid provision received powerful bi­ 
partisan support from a number 
of southern Democrats and econo­ 
my-minded Republicans. 
Administration forces predicted j 
the 
proposal 
would 
be beaten j 
down but that^the vote would be 
close. 
The proposed amendment intro­ 
duced by Sen. Richard B. Russell; 
(D-Ga) would cut down the doc­ 
trine resolution to a simple dec-, 
laration that the United States is 
prepared to use armed forces ifj 
necessary to thwart overt Com­ 
munist aggression in the Middle 


East. 
Senate Democratic Leader Lyn-' 
don B. Johnson (Tex) called ani 
unusual Saturday morning session j 
as part of his plan for whipping 
the entire resolution through Sen­ 
ate by next Tuesday. 
The Senate just about conclud­ 
ed debate on the Russell proposal 
Friday. 
Russell’s proposal would elimi­ 
nate administration authority to 
spend as it sees fit $200 million 
previously appropriated. 
The administration has waged 
an all - out battle against the 
amendment, contending it would 
cripple the doctrine.

By UNITED PRESS 
Gamblers slogged through four 
inches of snow under the all-night 
lights of Las Vegas early today, 
and if they took the time to look, 
they saw nature’s own show of nigh 
lights in the sky. 
The gambling casino patrons— 
usually impervious to everything) 
but the roulette tables and one- 
armed bandi s — were in the cen-1 
ter of the nation's heaviest snow­ 
fall last night. 
Las Vegas also was one among 
numerous points which reported 
an unusual display of the North­ 
ern Lights. Garden City, Ran., 


and the Nevada gambling city 
were the two southernmost spots 
to sight the Aurora Borealis. 
There was snow elsewhere in 
the nation as winter hung on in 
New England, covering the area 
with as much as an inch in many 
northeastern stations. 
A freight train loaded with po­ 
tatoes hit a school bus in a blind­ 
ing snowstorm at Bancroft. Me., 
yesterday, killing the bus driver 
and a school girl. 
Further down the Atlantic Coast 
skies were clear atter two days of

Ferris Gets 
Parole For 
Poor Health 


Former Coroner 
Served 5 M onths 
In Bucks Prison 


Russell J 
T. 
Ferris, 
former 
county coroner who lives in. Otis­ 
ville, was paroled from Bucks 
County Prison for medical rea­ 
sons yesterday, after serving five 
months of a six to 23-month sen­ 
tence for defrauding the county 
of funds while he was in office. 
Ferris, defeated in a bid for re­ 
election in November, 1955, was 
paroled by three judges of Mont­ 
gomery county court yesterday 
afternoon when the judges were 
told his health was being impair­ 
ed by imprisonment. 
Ferris has 
had 
most of his 
stomach removed in operations, 
and 
his 
attorney, 
William 
M. 
Power, Doylestown, said prolong­ 
ed imprisonment has agravated 
the former coroner’s condition. 
Sufficient Reason 
The 
parole 
was 
granted 
by 
President Judge Harold G Knight 
and Judges 
E. 
Arnold 
Forrest 
and George C. Corson after Judge 
Knight commented no other testi­ 
mony was needed because of im ­ 
pairment of health. 
Ferris’ attorneys added the for­ 
mer “is extremely sorry for what 
he did , . . ami has learned his 
lesson,” 
Ferris has the remainder of his 
23-month sentence to pay costs 
of prosecution which amount to 
more than $5,000. He has already 
paid a $300 fine. 
He was met at the courthouse 
by his wife and returned with
